The English game tvasx played for 
reveral years on the Pacific const, 
but was abandoned in order that 
matches could -be played with the 
Enstern Universities. : 

Last year there were 13 deaths 
on the football field. This year so 
far there have been feven, but the 
season ix net yet over. It fa only 
when a death occurs through an in- 
jury in one of the major matcher, 
however, that it attracts widespread 
attention,

player was followed by editorials 
in the leading metropolitan papers, 
most of them following the line that 
the value of the gnome depended 
upen the spice uf danger which 
entered into it.

The low level of the pound, and 
cortaina signs of further weakness, 
have given occasion for two con- 
tradietory charges, neither of 
whieh bears any semblance to the 
truth. In Brituin, it bas several 
times been sugested, though not 
Where the forta are known, that 
Krance is behind steady “bear sel

In evidence, the coolie said) the 
defendant had engaged his ricksha 
in Sampan Street and had taken it 
to the Hotel Cecil at about 9.30 p.m, 
After waiting until midnight. the 
defendant reuppeared and instruct- 
ed witness to take him to a ship. 
Near the Hongkong Club, the de- 
fendant suddenly struck him over 
the bend with an empty beer bottle. 

The defendant denied that he and 
several others had previously at- 
tacked the defendant. He remark- 
ed that the defendant had emerged 
from a house’ immediately before 
engaging the rickshn. 

In registering a conviction, his

- DIPHTHERIA VICTIM. 


During proceedings at the Cen- 
tral Police Court yesterday nfter- 
noon in which a Chinese was 
charged with throwing corrosive 
neid over a stall foki in Shing 
Wong Street, it was announced by 
the Police that Dr. G. H. Thomas, 
medical officer of the Government 
Civil Hospital, was among the re- 
cent diphtheria victima’ and was 
unable to give evidence in the pre- 
sent case. 

Detective Inapector K. w. An- 
drew prosecuted. Mr. Hin-shing 
Lo was retained for the defence, 
but being engaged elaewhare — yes- 
terday, he was unable to appear 
and hia Worship informed the de- 
fendant that cross examination of 
the witnesses would be reserved 
until a later hearing. 

Describing the case for the pro- 
secution, Detective Inspector 
Andrew said that the complainant 
was a joint licensee of a stat) with 
hin father at the junction of Holly- 
wood Road and Shing Wong Streot. 
The complainant actually alent on 
an opposite stall with a man named 
Pang King-tai, while the father 
lived on his own atall. 


Attacked Whilst Asleep. 
On October SO last the com. 
plainant went to sleep at about 11 


.m, and covered himacif over with}, 


his ui, his face also being cover- 
ed, Nearby was an electric lamp 
standard 1,500 candle — power, 
Somewhere about 2.30 aa. the 
complainant felt the quilt: being 
Hfted and an opening his eyes he 
alleges that he saw the defendant 
standing by holding something. in 
his hands. “The defendant then 
threw something into the ¢om- 
plainant’s face and disappeared. 
The complainant shouted that the 
defendant, whom he mentioned by 
name, had thrown something over 
him and his father, who was asleep 
on hia stall, went to his assistance, 

Continuing, the prosecuting offi- 
cer said that haif an hour after the 
complainant had retired for the 
night a foki of another stall saw 
the defendant pass and re-pass the 
entrance of Shing Wong Street 
into Hollywood Road. 

After the Police arrived on the 
scene a bottle was found lying near 
thy stall where the complainant 
slept.» The defendant was eventual- 
ly arrested and another bottle 
identical to that found in Shing 


J Wong Street, was found in the de- 


fendant’s house. 

‘The defendant was arrested at 
29, Bridges Street which place was 
pointed out to the Police by the 
complainant's father. At the time 
of the defendant’s arrest, the de- 
tective who went to the hotse, 
lifted the quilt from the’ defen- 
dant’s face and found him awake.
